.-I f fifJSil NISTAN— WHAT AND 
WHERE IT IS. 



The country of the Afghans com- 
prises a greater quadrilateral plateau in 
the mountainous region on tho north- 
western border of British India. All 
over tho northern portions of it tho 
winter is rigorous. Snow lies in Cabul 
for two or three months, and tho peo- 
ple sleep cIost to stoves. In tho south 
the summer heat is intense ; 1 IS to 120 
degrees in tho shade in August has been 
recorded. At Herat the weather is 
agreeable, and only one year in four can 
the inhabitants store ice. Yet it was 
near there that of Ahmed Suafi's army 
retreating from Persia in 187S, 18,000 
men perished of cold in one night. 
•Sheep are the main wealth of the nomad 
population, and silk, carpets and felts 
are tho principal industrial productions. 
The population is akout four millions. 
In religion they are Mahometans. The 
Government is described as that of a 
dictator for life over a military aristo- 
cracy. England first became concerned 
in Afghan affairs in 1S37, when with 
tho object of counteracting Russian in- 
fluence in tho countries west of the 
Indus, it sought to negotiate an alliance 
witli Dost Mohamec. The lattcr's re- 
fusal to entertain the British proposals 
led to tho attempt to expel Dust Mo- 
nAMED and place the Shah Scjaii on 
the throne. In 18:59 Dost Moiiamed 
surrendered to the British under Sir 
John K.EANE, and the Shah was en- 
throned at Cabul. Tho native chiefs, 
however, refused to recognize the Shah, 
and continued to defy British authority. 
In 1848 the hill trilics along- the Cabul 
Pass, through which the road from 
Cabul to Jollalabad runs, assumed a 
hostile attitude. Sir PonEitT Sale was 
sent from Cabul with a brigade of light 
infantry to open the pass, and succeeded 
in reaching Jollalabad on the 1:2th of 
November, after lighting desperately 
the whole way with the hill-men. 
Meanwhile DoST MoiIAMED's son, Alt- 
BAR Khan, formed a conspiracy at Ca- 
bul, butchered Sir Alexander Burnes 
and other English officers, and seized 
the stores of the English garrison, which 
was compelled, now that winter had 
set in, to offer overtures for negotiation 
on humiliating terms, such as theevacua- 
tion of Afghanistan, the restoration of 
Dost Moiiamed, and forbearance ever to 
send an armed force in to the country with- 
out the consent of the Afghan ruler. 
On tho 22nd of December Sir William 
McNaughten, thy British Minister, 
and three officers, were lured into go- 
ing out to confer with Aicrar Khan*. 
Ho was seized and shot by Akbah 
with a pistol ho had given tho treach- 
erous Afghan as a token of regard, and 
his head was cut off and paraded ex- 
ultantly; ono officer was murdered, the 
others were placed in prison. In spite 
of this, General Elpninstonf. negot iated 
a convention with the Afghans for the 
retreat of his troops, leaving behind all 
their guns but six as trophies, ami on 
the G tli of January, 1842, the garrison 
of Cabul, 4,500 strong, with 12,000 
camp followers, besides women and 
children, moved out through the deep 
snow. It was almost instantly attack- 
ed. Akbar KlIAN politely sent his re- 
grets that ho could not restrain the hill 
tribes, but proposed to take the women 
under his protection. Lady Sale and 
Lady McNauoiiten, with six other 
women and their husbands, were en- 
trusted to him. So bitterly cold was 
it that the Sepoys wei'o benumbed and 
could offer no resistance. Tho Euro- 
peans held together and there were 
300 men left alive of 1G,500 when 
Judgulluck, thirty-live miles from Ca- 
bul, was reached. Here Akbar Kuan 
took General Elpiiinsto.ve from his 
companions, who were set upon by night, 
dispersed and haunted down. On the 
1 3th of January, one week after the 
10,500 marched out of Cabul, one man, 
Dr. Brydone, ataggered into Jellalabad, 
the survivor of the garrison of Cabul! 
Akbar Khan next attacked Sale's 
garrison at Jellalabad. A desperate 
resistance was offered, and after a two 
months' siege the garrison sortied and 
routed the Afghans. A week later 
Sale was reinforced by fresh troops 
under Pollock; who hath fought their 
way through the Kyber Pass, the com- 
bined force marched upon Cabul, 
recaptured it, and in their fury 
burned almost the whole city. The 
captive ladies were finally restored, and 
Akbah Khan having suffered further 
defeats fled the country. Dost Ma hom- 
ed ruled Afghan till 1863. In 1864 he 
.joined the Sikhs in their rebellion, was 
beaten at Goojerat and barely escaped 
capture. In 1850 he reconquered Balkh, 
and in 1855 annexed Candahar. A 
treaty of peace was signed between j 
him and the Queen in the same year. ; 
At his death ho was succeeded by his | 
son SllERE Ali, whose right to the sue 



point strongly towards a war, which, if | 
once begun, will bo prosecuted by Eng- 
land until the territory of tho Ameer, 
or as much of it as may bo considered 
necessary forstrengthening the defences 
of the Indian Empire, will be added to 
her other Asiatic conquests.

: slightest shadow of an excuse for the 
j unwarrantable and injurious statement 
j put forth by our contemporary that be- 
! fore Slit John was elected - before a 
' sufficient number of persons to insure 
| his return would consent to vote for 
him — he was forced to pledge himself 
to advocate (or even permit) the with- 
I drawal of British Columbia from the 
j Confederation. The statement is en- 
tirely devoid of truth, so utterly with- 
out foundation that one wonders it was 
made. We have conversed with mem- 
bers of both election committees, and 
all unite in saying that no pledge of 
any sort was exacted from Sir John 
prior to election, and that beyond the 
firm belief that he will do all in his 
i power for the Province thero is no un- 
i derstanding. Doth sides are naturally 
| indignant at the stupidity and reckless- 
ness of our contemporary whose extra- 
ordinary statement— but for the prompt 
1 contradiction wo have given it — was cal- 
culated to work vast injury to the politi- 
I cal prospects of the senior member for 
Victoria City and his .Ministry.

Tho following letter from tho City 
Earriator pertaining to tho removal of In- 
dians frem tho city was read at tho meet- 
ing of tho City Council on Wednesday 
evening lost. The decision is important; 
wo therefore publish its full text: 

Victoria, Oct. 1S7H. 
W. Leigh, Esq., G. M. C. 

Sin: — Referring to my interview with 
Messrs. Marvin, Williauia and Shake- 
apoare this morning, I beg to say that 1 
do not think tho Corporation has by vir- 
tues of its general powers authority to re- 
move tho Indians from the city limits. ! 
Under the Health By-law, 1800, the enr- { 
poration, as a Board of Health, has power, 
with the concu renco of the Stipendiary | 
Magistrate of tho city, and after notice 
published in the Government Ga-.ette, to 
prevent and remove all or any Indians, | 
not for tho time being actually in tho nor- 
vice of any person residing in or about 
the city, from living within tho limits of 
the said city. The power is conferred 
merely with a view to the preservation 
of the public health, and its exercise is, I 
think, intended to bo limited to cases in 
which such a step is necessary to prevent 
or suppress any actual or anticipated epi- 
demic, etc. Apart, therefore, from such 
an emergency 1 do not think tho power 
can be exorcised. Tho only thing tho 
corporation can do is to see that the con- 
ditions under which tho Indians live are 
such as to conio lip to the standard of 
sanitary requirements. 1
